Filing Claims for Discharge From the Selective Draft. 


Tho rules and regulations governing exempt-Ion boards make a dis- 


tinction between the parsons or clausca of portion who can bo "ox- 
emptod from military service" and those who may 
bo "discharged 


from the selective draft" by the local boards. In h« previous articles 
of this series directions have boon given.
